"-!_£ CIV.L CODZ. OJ 1877. 


On the first of October, 1877, the code of 


civil procedure of the State of Colorado went 
into efiect, and all litigation and proceedings 
in our Slate Courts of Record, and some of the 
practice in our justices' courts ami arbitrations 
have been since that date, and are hereafter to 
be conducted and carried on under and in pur- 
suance of the provisions of tbe code. It is an 
attempt to simplify legal'and judicial proceed- 
ing!', and to facilitate tbe enforcement »' civil 
rights and remedies.
